receiving a signal from the learned remote transmitter; and 

indicating whether a new uniquely coded remote transmitter has been learned based upon 
activation of the at least one remote switch to thereby alert a user of a potentially unauthorized 
learned remote transmitter; 

wherein the indicating comprises indicating a number of learned remote transmitters.
